Forest Service officials 
have agreed to build n tniil that 
could accommodate limited 
motorized traffic, .such as all-ter- 
rain vehides, nnd provide access 
to the Jarbidge Wildemes.s.

Supreme Court 
moderates could 
cast decisive votes

WASHINGTON r This week, 
Supreme Court Justices Sondm 
Day O'Connur and Anthony M. 
Kennedy, the moderate conserv- 
atives appointed by President 
Reagan, will say what they think 
.ibout Miranda warnings, “par- 
tial-birth" abortions and public 
aid to parocliioi schools. 

Their opinions almost surely 
will determine itow the Supreme 
Court rules on these issues. Tlie 
ju.stices arc expected to wrap up 
their term next week by handing 
down ruling.s in eight remaining 
cases. 

If there has lx.-en one unchang- 
ing trend fur the last decade, it is 
Uiis: O’Connor and Kennedy will 
cast the deciding votes in major 
cases. 

Their colleagues’ leanings are 
more predictable. On the right. 
Chief Justice William H. 
Rchnquist can count reliably on 
fellow conservative Justices 
Antonin Scalin and Clarence 
Tliomas. 

Lining up on the left, usually 
in unison, are Justices John Paul 
Sleven.s, David H. Soutcr, Ruth 
Bader Gin.sburg and Stephen G. 
Breyer. 

If O’Connor nnd Kennedy tilt 
right, ns they do much of the 
time, Rchnquist can muster a 
conservative majority on issues 
ranging from the death penalty 
to affirmative .action. TTieyhave 
also joined u series of rulings in 
favor of “slates’ rights" and limit- 
ing federal power. In May, for 
example, the court struck- down 
the federal Violence Against 
Women Act on a 5-ti>-4 vote. The 
chief ju.siice said that Congress 
had e.xceeded its power by giving 
victims of sexual .Ts-saulcs a right 
to sue their attackers. 

Similarly, in Janu.ary, the same 
5-4 majority ruled that the 
nation’s 5 million state employ- 
ees cannot sue their employers 
for age bins. The states have a 
“sovereign immunity" from such

Study finds few 
using v-chips, 
software filters 


WASHINGTON - Parents are 
not making wide use of readily 
available tcchtmhtgy that can 
restrict what they consider 
objectioiiahle television shows or 
internet sites frtim l>eing viewed 
by their children, a study finds. 

Two in five parents surveyed 
reiMirted having u v-chtp or other 
device on their sets that can 
block programs with violence, 
sex and crude language. Only 
half of those parents have acti- 
vated the device.s, according to 
the study released Monday by 
the Annenherg Public Policy 
Center at the University of 
Pennsylvania. 

Also, one-half of families say 
they have Internet access at 
home. But before allowing their 
chiidren to search the Internet, 
only one-third of parents have 
activated software filters that 
can block certain Web sites. 

A 1996 telecommunications 
law required all new lelevi-sions, 
1.1 inches ami larger, sold after 
Jan. I to Ik- etiuip{K-d witlt Uie v- 
cliip technology. Content-block- 
ing software can be bought or 
downloaded for free. Some 
Internet aceevs proriders include 
the software with their .services. 

“But i>arcnts are not using 
these tools to guide their chil- 
dren’s (viewing)." senior 
researcher Amy Jordan stiid. 

l-'ewer than one in five young- 
sters can get around v-chip 
restrictions and only one in 20 
children can evade computer fil- 
tering technology, the study 
found.

DENVER - Consumer advo- 
cate Ralph Nader won the Green 
Party's presidential nomination 
Sunday, and he and his support- 
ers voi^ to challenge what they 
decry os the corrupting influence 
of giant corporations in American 
life and politics. 

Noder promised to take every 
opportunity to cajole, nag and 
Insist that the Democrats and 
Republicans allow the Green and 
Reform Party candidates to par- 
ticipate in the national debates 
this fall. 

Finding support for that could 
be a daunting task, Nader and his 
supporters acknowledge. The 
Green Party is in its inuuicy in 
the United States - with only a 
relative handful of elected local 
officials, little money and even 
less experience on tho national 
stage. 

How little money? Nader has 
raised about $1 million and 
thinks ho can gather about $5

“It was a war, a hard brutal war, 
and the men and women who 
fought it were heroes," Clinton 
said to sustained applause from 
the more than 7,000 veterans, 
their families, military officials 
ond ochcrsgathcredat a commem- 
oration. 

Clinton also announced the 
recent identification of two more 
of the 42 sets of American remains 
recovered in North Korea since 
the communist regime there 
began allowing searches by the 
U.S. militaiy in 1996.

■^e presence of American and 
allied forces in Korea altered the 
course of the Cold War, by con- 
vincing the Soviet Union that

cautioned against any illusion that 
the armed standoff in place for 50 
years would case quickly. 

Facts about the Korean War can 
be elusive — even one as basic as 
how many Americans died. 

For years after the war emded in 
1953, the Pentagon published a 
figure of 54,260. Thar combined 
the 33,643 “battle deaths” with 
20,617 “other deaths." But in 1989 
the Pentagon began revising the 
totals because “other deaths" 
included U.S. military deaths 
worldwide during the lliree years 
of the war, rather than just those 
soldiers, sailors, airmen and 
Marines who died in and around 
the Korean peninsula.

Davidian lawyers file challenge

It includes a report from a 
retired CIA imagery analyst 
disputing Vector’s conclusion 
that flashes on the FBI video 
weren’t gunfire because no 
gunmen were visible where 
flashes were recorded and no 
people were visible until after 
a fire had engulfed much of the 
Branch Davidians' building.

South Koreans stage anti-U.S. protest 


SEOUL, South Korea (AP) - 
Thousands of protesters marked 
tjie 50ih iuiniversary of the start 
of the Korean War on Sunday 
with a boisterous march and a 
call for withdrawal of U.S. troops 
from South Korea. 

“Let’s kick out the U.S. mili- 
tary. Until that time, we can’t Ik> 
happy.’’ the 2,500 protesters, 
mostly .students, .shouted as they 
marched through downtown 
Seoul. 

The march marked the height 
«)f weeks t>f anti-U.S. protests l)y 
students and activists in tlie run- 
up to the anniversary. They 
«)bject to the 37,000 U.S. troops 
still stationed in South Korea 
nearly a half<entury after figlit- 
ing on the peninsula ended. 

After a rally at a downtown 
park, the group hit the .streets, 
waving dozens of red, blue and 
white placurd.s. Thousand.s of 
police escorts looked on. 

Many demonstrators carried 
small disfigured paper American 
flags with signs reading, 
“Yankee, go home.” 

In views similar to those 
espoused by communist North 
Korea, the protesters said 
Washington is turning South 
Korea into its colony. They cited 
a number of incidents involving 
the U.S. military that have 
angered South Koreans, includ- 
ing crimes committed by U.S. sol- 
diers and bombing exercises by 
U.S. jets that have caused fric- 
tion tsicii villagers.

One church inside the 
police complex In Perigilima was 
humcil, as were scorc.s of houses 
and shops in nearby Talake 
neighborhood. 

Frustrated that his troops have 
failed to end the latest wave of 
killings, Indonesian military 
commander Adm. Widndo 
Adisiitjipto came nut in favor of 
cough measures. The Jakarta 
Post reported. 

"Plonse do it.” Widodo said 
when reporters a.sked if martial 
law .should be imposed, the - 
new.spaper reported. 

President Abdurrahman 
Wahid, who has promised to 
respect human riglit.s, has so far 
rcsi.s'ied taking the step. 


Martial law was often enforced 
during the 32-year authoritarian 
rule of ex-President Suharto to 
stamp out ethnic and other 
unrest. But heavy-handed mili- 
tary action against civilians led 
to accusations of widespread 
human rights abuse against 
Suharto, who was forced to quit 
two years ago and is now under 
house arrc.si fticing corruption 
diarges. 

More than 100 people were 
killed June 19, when Muslim 
fighters attacked a mainly 
Christian village on Halmahcra 
Island in North Maluku province. 
Unconfirmed reports l)y church 
workers stiid about ■ 180 
Chri.stian.s were killed there. 

Even thougii tlic military .stiys 
far fewer than that number died, 
the attack was one of the bloodi- 
est single incidents since sectari- 
an violence erupted in January 
1999. 

More than 2,500 people of 
both faiths have been killed in 
the conflict in the Mahikus, also 
known during the Dutch colonial 
era a.s the Moluccas or Sjiice 
I.sland.s.

(luem and unpatriotic os him.” 

The PRI on Friday sulimittcd a 
formal complaint to the Federal 
Electoral Institute accusing Fox 
of illegally receiving foreign con- 
trihutions, and offered copies of 
checks they said proved the case.

Cardenas vowed Sunday to win 
the presidency *- though most 
polls show he has the support of 
less than 20 percent of voters. 
Many Mexicans believe Cardenas 
was cheated out of the presidency 
by widespread fraud in the 1988 ' 
election. 

“The streets that shake with 
jubilation and hope don’t agree 
with the dozens and dozens of 
polls that ore released every 
day,” he told supporters, who 
waved campaign flags and chant- 
ed his name.

He also said he didn’t believe 
Cardenas should throw his sup- 
port to Fox, even if he didn't have 
a clioncc to win.

Explosion at Kuwaiti oil refinery

KUWAIT (AP) - An explosion 
eorly Sunday at the largest of 
Kuwait’s three oil refineries 
killed four workers,’ Injured 49 
and seriously damaged the fadli- 
ty, nuihorides said. 

Tlte blast Was caused by a gas 
leak, but it was unclear w^t had 
igmted the escaping gas, said the 
Mina ol-Ahmedi rehrutiys opera- 
tions manager, Hamza Bnlchash. 

The fire was under control by 
midmoming, and officials were 
allowing leaking gas to bum off, 
he said. 

“The explosion was huge,” Oil 
Minister Sheik Saud Nasser Ai 
Sabah told reponers Sunday at 
the refiricry, about 25 miles south 
of Kuwait Qty. "Damage is exten- 
sive. We still don’t know the size 
or cost of damages. Some units 
might not be operational for 
months, and some for weeks.” 

Smoke and Qames rose from the 
gasoline unit following the blast 
Fire trucks parked nearby were 
littered with broken gloss. At least 
one concrete, structure appeared 
destroyed, ond the force of the 
blast shattered windows in office 
buildings at the complex.

Candidates spar as polls 
show the race tightening 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - On 
the day two polls showed. the race 
for the 2nd District could go 
cither way, challenger Derek 
Smith and Rep. Merrill Cook 
faced off in their second-to-Iast 
debate before Tuesday’s primary. 

The two sparred during a 
debate televised on KUTV over 
how to manage Social Security, 
but spent most of the dmc trad- 
.mg charges of campaign finance 
impropriety, this time touching 
on Cook’s colleague. Rep. Chris 
Oinnon, who badu Smith. 

For the past week. Cook, a two- 
term incumbent, has challenged 
Smith to disclose who bought 
$540,000 in stock which Smith 
has used to finance his campaign. 

“He thinks that somehow the 
congressman to the south 
(Cannon) has bought the stock at 
ovcr*inflated prices,” said Smith. 
"It's just a figment of his imagi* 
nndon.” 

Cook sold he never mentioned 
Cannon’s name, although his 
staff has been whispering of 
Cannon's involvement behind the 
scenes, including the purported 
conspiracy to finance Smith's 
race. 

Smith’s campaign counters that 
Cook appears to be using his tax- 
payer-funded congressional staff 


to run his campaign, whicli would 
violate finance laws. 

Cook’s congressional staff is 
frequently at his events, and he 
docs not have any full-time paid 
campaign staff. Cook’s wife. 
Camille, is his unpaid Campaign 
manager. 

Cook says his congressional 
staff is taking leave and vactition 
to work on liis campaign, some as 
volunteers. 

The taped debate aired 
Sunday, the some day two papers 
released polls - one showing 
Smith leading, the other Cook. 

A Deseret News/KSL-TV poll 
showed Cook leading Smith, 47 
percent to 43 percent with 8 per- 
cent undecided. The Salt Lake 
Tribune poll showed Cook trail- 
ing 2$ percent to 40 percent. 

A Deseret News poll in late 
May showed Cook trailing Smith, 
20 percent to 51 percent. 

“We are ebted but not getting 
overly confident. We realize the 
lost two days the comp that gets 
their voters out is the one that 
wins in a race that’s so tight,” 
said Cook spokeswoman Shari 
Holweg. “We feel that well peak 
just ri^t on Tuesday.” 

The Cook and Smith cam- 
paigns both have aggressive get- 
out-thc-voic drives planned for 


Monday and Tuesday. Cook.s 
includes a recorded endorsement 
from House Majority Leader 
Dick Anncy. Both campaigns will 
aslo be covering neighborhoods 
in lawn signs. The final debate 
"between the two will be aired on 
KUED on Monday night. 

Smith spokeswoman Laurie 
Maddox said she thinks voters 
will decide they don't want two 
more years of Cook’s embarass- 
ing behavior. Cook has been 
plagued in the lo.st 18 months by 
newspaper reports of erratic 
behavior, a volatile lumper and 
staff mismanagement. 

Both copyrighted polls were 
conducted last week. The 
Deseret News poll of 315 regis- 
tered 2nd District voters who 
planned to vote was conducted 
by Dan Jones & Associates 
between June 19 and 22. It has a 
margin of error of 5.5 percentage 
polm.s. Jones docs polling for the 
state Republican Party and GOP 
candidates. 

The Tribune poll, conducted by 
Valley Research from June 19 to 
21, asked 418 registered voters in 
the 2nd District who said they 
planned to vote in the primary 
who they would vote for. It has a 
margin of error of 4.8 percentage 
points.

The bipartisan group is focus- 
ing on getting Latinos to become 
citizens and register to vote, said 
executive director Arturo Vargas. 

Naturalized dtizens are more 
likely to vote than native bom 
Americans, but Vargas admits 
that a lot more still needs to be 
done to convince Latinos to vote. 

Of the 12.4 million Latinos eli- 
gible to vote, about 5.8 million 
arc expected to cast ballots' in 
November, Vargas said. But the 
draw of Latino voters is that 
unlike Americans as a whole, 
California’s anti-immigrant initia- 
tive spurred os many Latinos to 
vote in the off-year 1994 election 
os in the 1992 presidential elec- 
tion. 

That got the attention of both 
parties — and Vargas thinks that’s 
good for Latinos. 

“We just want to see more peo- 


ple participating and see more 
candidates fighting for the vote,” 
said Vargas, who sees the compe- 
tition producing better candi- 
dates. 

Both Democratic and 
Republican members of the 
group say they ore not that wor- 
ried about wMch party Latinos 
choose to join once they decide to 
get involved. 

Debbie Lopez, one of two peo- 
ple hired by the Democratic 
Congressional Campaign 
Committee to focus on latino 
voters in key races, remembered 
some people expected her to 
clash with her Republican coun- 
terpart when they appeared on 
the same pond recently. . 

“We were actitolly very exdtcd 
they're taking the Latino popula- 
tion so'seriously and that they 
think wc con decide some races,” 
she said. 

California-based Republican 
consultant Mike Madrid knows 
politidans arc paying attention 
to Latinos. He said he has been 
hired to do more focus groups 
with Latinos in the last six 
months than in his 12 years in the 
field.

Democratic convention’s financial 
butlook brightens after scramble

>LOS ANGELES - The financial 
fortunes of this summer’s ' 
Democratic National Convention, 
which just a week ago were in 
doubt, have suddenly reversed, 
thanks to on aggressive scramble 
for public and private money 
capped Saturday by a fund-raiser 
featuring President Clinton at 
Mayor Richard Riordan’s home in 
Bi;cncwood on the west side of Los 
Angeles. 

That event netted about $1 mil- 
lion, and it came on the heels of 
the City Council approving a $4- 
million public subsidy, a vote con- 
ditioned on Riordon chipping irr 
Si million of his own cash. 
Developer Ed Roski was forced to 
da the same. Both men had 
I^^ged to give the money if the 
OE>vcntion come up short, but the 
dDundl voted not to release any 
public money until they con- 


' tributed theirsl 

All told, that means the conven- 
tion raised 57 million in 24 hours. 

As a result, according to con- 
vention officuils and others, virtu- 
ally all of (he money for the Los 
Angeles event, which just a week 
ago was in peril, now is cither in 
the bank or on the way. The con- 
vention itself is budgeted at $35.3 
million and planners expect to 
spend $2 million more on'commu- 
nity events and other related 
activities. 

“We’re very, very do.se,” host 
committee president Noclia 
Rodriguez said Saturday after the 
event with Clinton. “We’re within 
reach of the finish line." 

Much of the credit for that 
effort, convention officials and 
others say, goes to Terry 
McAuliffc, the newly appointed 
chairman of the Democratic 
National Convention Committee 
and a close friend of the presi- 


dent. McAuliffc helped lobby 
wavering Los Angeles City 
Council members to approve the 
public subsidy - a difficult vote 
for many, since convention plan- 
ners had promised they would 
not need taxpayer money, only to 
then request it in desperation at 
the llth hour. He also has been 
reaching out to other donors. 

As often is the case when 
McAuliffc is involved, the results 
have been dramatic. According 
to convention officials, 
McAuliffc, who recently pulled 
off the largest fund-raiser in 
American political history, per- 
sonally has solicited millions of 
dollars in a little more than uvo 
weeks. 

Those same sources said 
MCTtnliffc has worked closely 
with Ron Burklc, one of Los 
Angeles’ richest men and one of 
the convention's co-hosts, to rake 
in that cash.

• .“I don’t want a moratorium on 
the death penalty. I wont the abo- 
lition of It,” he said. “I can’t 
understand why a country that’s 
sb committed to human rights 
doesn’t fii\d the death penalty on 
obscenity.”, 

‘ Gary Graham. 36, received a 
lethal injection Hiursday night for. 
killing a man outside a Houston 
supermarket in 1981. The stare 
parole board and appeals courts 
rejected Gtnhom'snrgumcns that 
he was convicted on shaky evi- 


dence from a single eyewitness 
and tliac his trial lawyer did a poor 
job. 

His execution was the 23rd this 
year in Texas and came amid 
growing questions about the death 
penalty. 

In Illinois, Gov. George Ryan 
placed a moratorium on execu- 
tions in light of the 13 death row 
inmates have had their con- 


victions overturned since the 
state reinstated capital punish- 
ment in 1977. 

“When you soe the evidence of 
.so many mistakes, you realize 
more mistakes can be made.” said 
Tutu, who won the Nobel Peace 
P^e in 1984 for his efforts to end 
apartheid in South Africa. "Once 
an execution is done, you con’t 
correct it”

Hull's attorney, Walter 
Budgen. saiti the judge deter- 
mined that, even if everyiiiing 
the child said were true, it was 
“innocent conduct that did not 
constitute criminal l>ehavior.”

Idaho still ranks in the top half of 
the nation when it comes to gauging 
the overall well-being of our diildren, 
but the state can hardly claim brag- 
ging rights. 

The annual Kids Count survey 
released this week by the Annie E.. 
Casey Foundation - based on 1997 
statistics - shows Idaho slipped from 
23rd to 24th. That may not seem like 
mud), but any slippage shows a flaw in 
the system, whicli translates into prob- 
lems for diildren. 

U’liat was especially disturbing 
about the latest stats was a 27 percent 
spike in the rate of child deaths, drop- 
ping Idaho to 48th from 26th national- 
ly in that category, slightly ahead of 
Arkansas and Alaska. That drop was 
far- too precipitous to not sound 
alarms. 

That means Idaho recorded 37 
deaths per 100,000 diildren under 15 
in 1997 as opposed to 29 per 100,000 
the previous year. 'Iliat is totally unac- 
ceptable, or as an c.xecutive with the 
Mountain States Group that conducted 
the suney says, “That’ a frightening 
statistic." 

Obviously, something is dreadfully 
wrong with a system that sees such a ‘ 
dramatic rise in children’s deaths. 
Idaho’s rate of child deaths in acci- 
dents and child suicides also is higher 
tlian the national average. 

The state’s higli school dropout rate 


also notched up a point to 10 percent, 
dropping Idaho to 29th in that catego- 
ry from 22nd and reversing three years 
of declines in the number of teens 
quitting high school. 

• On a positive note, the survey 
.showed a decline in infant mortality 
and deaths of teens 15 to 19, The 
stated teen birth rate also improved to 
23 per 1,000 females from 26. Teens 16 
to 19 who neither work nor go to 
school held steady at 9 percent, but 
Idaho dropped to 26th from 22nd 
because other states improved in that 
category. 

Aid for Friends, Bannock Youth, 
Family Alliance, Headstart, Idaho 
Department of Health & Welfare, local 
school districts, Southeastern Idaho 
Community Action Agency and the 
United Way cooperate to ensure that 
no child is abused or neglected, but 
invariably some slip through the social 
netting. 

Parents and teachers also have 
worked diligently to care for our pre- 
cious little ones. Agencies and individ- 
uals alike are to be commended for 
looking out for them. 

The fact Idaho ranks in the upper 50 
percent of the nation overall when it 
comes to the status of our children is 
'not to be discredited. However, the fact 
some categories are slipping is cause 
for concern. 

More attention and effort needs to 
be dedicated to guaranteeing that 
slide is halted. 


Time for Richardson to go

Energy Secretary Bill Richardson 
declared last year that he would show 
“zero tolerance" for any more security 
lapses at the nation’s nuclear laborato- 
ries. 

That was the right attitude. Sadly, 
Richardson failed to deliver. 

On Wednesday, he still insisted 
before a Senate panel that he had 
done everything possible to ensure 
tighter security at the labs. But some- 
one must take responsibility for the 
recent disappearance - and strange 
reappearance - of two computer hard 
drives holding nuclear secrets at the 
department’s Los Alamos National 
Laboratory in New Mexico. 

Richardson asserted that the FBI so 
far has found no evidence of espi- 
onage. But the point is that there could 
have been, and it was Richardson’s 
duty as secretary of energy to see that 
that possibility did not exist. 

For a year Richardson has stalled 
and stymied an effort by the 
Republican-controlled Congress, and 
supported by President Clinton, to 
transfer responsibility for nuclear 
weapons security from his office to a 
new, semiautonomous agency: the 
National Nuclear Security 
/Vdministnilion. After a long delay, the 
jfirst bead of the NNSA, Deputy CIA 
jpirector Gen. John A. Gordon, was 
Jfmally confirmed last week. 

' -Richardson first came under fire 


after allegations surfaced last year 
that China had gained access through 
the Los Alamos lab to some of 
America’s most sensitive information 
on nuclear warhead designs. That 
scandal led to the arrest and jailing of 
Taiwan-bom scientist Wen Ho Lee, a 
Los Alamos employee accu.sed of copy- 
ing nuclear secrets.

Don’t expect high road to be crowded 


I t sa^ here that Clinton is 

taking off the gloves in her UB. 
Senate race against Rick Lazio. 
The New York Times reports that 
Clinton has adopted a “new, 
aggressive approach" designed to brand 
Lazio as a ri^t-wing extremist whose 
votes in Congress have hurt women, chil- 
dren and families.

George Bush, after a distin- 
guished career in appointive 
posts (ambassador to China, 
director of the Central 
Intelligence Agency), knew 
, how to be the instrument of 
presidential policy, and ho 
I made a superb No. 2 to 
Ronald Reagan, even 
though Reagan had bested 
iiim in the 1980 primaries. 

Most of what the pundits 
say over the next several 
weeks will be pure specula, 
tion. The selection rests with 
a sinde person - the presi- 
dential nominee -and he 
can play his cords as close to 
his vest as he clioose.s.

enforcement agencies, such as 
the Elko County and Twin Falls 
County shcrifFs dcpurtmcni.s. 

’! “Our biggc.st consideration in a 
large group event is public safe- 
ty,” Davis sai.: “The Elko sheriff 
will be making sure everyone is 
peaceful and in control. They 
have asked that the Forest 
Service be prepared in the case 
of some major incident. They 
liave asked us to see if we can fig- 
ure out how to stage officers far 
enough away but dusc cnou^ to 
respond if called. 

“Our officers have no intention 
. of placing themselves in danger," 
Davis said. “The last thing wc 
want to do is aggravate the .situa- 
tion, but we want to fulfill our 
duties.” 

' Davis said Forc.st Service offi- 
cers can carry firearms, and 
could help with law enforcement. 

The Id^o State PoUcc will be 
on standby, if needed. 

“Certainly, as would be the 
case with any community, if the 
local law cnfori'cmcnt communi- 
ties in any Idaho doihmunicy 
needed more help, the 
Governor’s office would help in 


any way it could,” said Mark 
Snider, a spokesman for Gov. 
Dirk K^pthomc. 

In Elko, Harris’ main concern 
is that extremists from other 
states might try to disrupt the 
shovel brigade, 

Jim Flynn of the radical envi- 
ronmental ^oup, Earth First!, 
said it’s unlikely any faction of 
the group will protest July 4. 

“We’re a very decentralized 
movement. Even if tlicrc was an 
Earth FirstI group in Nevada, we' 
wouldn’t even know,” Flynn said 
from the group’s Oregon newslet- 
ter office. “There is no way to 
know what an Earth FirstI group 
is pp to. I would doubt that any 
organized Earth FirstI protest 
would be going on there." 

But another environmental 
group, Tile Great Old Broads.for 
Wilderness, plans to be on hand. 
But the group says it wants no 
pan of a confrontadon. 

“Our role is to give balance 
and perspective to the week- 
end," the group says in a news 
release. “We are going to meet 
with the public, the press, and 
any decision-makers who might 
be unwise enough to be there, 
and with the shovclcrs, if they 
are nice! We arc not going to con- 
front 10,000 shovels. Not even 
^0.”

The showdown? 


Elko County commissioners 
will vote Wednesday on the pro- 
posed settlement, designed to 
head off next week’s protest. 
Under the agreement, the Forest 
Service could rebuild the road, 
and Elko County could 'get right- 
of-way to the road and be respon- 
sible for maintenance. 

If an agreement is not reached, 
then federal attorneys will go 
back to court to battle county 
officials, said Steve Myhrc, an 
assistant U.S. attorney in 
Nevada. That’s a worsKasc sce- 
nario. 

“Wc’rc very hopeful that it will 
be passed,” Myhrc said. “Tltcrc’s 
been a lot of miscommunjcacion 
over the years. If we don’t get 
better communication, then we’ll 
fail.” 

As for the Shovel Brigade, 
Myhre doesn’t doubt the group’.s 
sincerity. But the law is the law. 

“I can't empathize with meth- 
ods that disregard the rule of 
law,” Myhrc said. “Our job is to 
moke sure the law is upheld and 
that is what wc'U do.” 

But he too cannot speculate on 
a law enforcement presence. 

‘.‘I can't comment on depart- 
ment of justice policing,” Myiirc 
said. “I cannot confirm or deny 
any law enforcement."

Teton Valley golf 
resort wins approval 


VICTOR - A proposal by 
Jackson Hole, Wyo. developers to 
build a 780-unit golf course in 
Teton Valley won approval earli- 
er thi.s month. 

. Tetoti Springs Golf and Fishing 
Club will have S39 single-family 
lots and townhomes, and 200 cab- 
ins, hotel rooms and apartments 
for ovemiglu stays. 

Project manager Jim Gill in 
Jackson Hole said his group 
hopes to begin work in July. 

Approval of the plan came 
despite opposition from more 
than a half dozen Teton Valley 
residents. Tliey argued the devel-

. ovenake farmland. 

The club will feamre a network 
of bicycle, pedestrian and eques- 
trian paths as well as a number of 
resort shops, restaurants and ten- 
nis coun.s. 

Teton Pines founder Mike 
Potter is teaming up with Bill 
Ward and Jim Eden to create the 
development, which abuts 
Tarf^cc National Forest. During 
the first five years, Teton Springs 
developers say they expect to 
invest about $20 million in the 
dub.

“We’re not real sure how long 
it will last,” said Maj. Dan 
Charboncau of<the Idaho State 
Police.

A bill now being heard by the 
House of Representatives seeks 
$45 million for next year’s bud- 
get, beginning in October. Of that 
money, $20 million will help pay 
for cleanups and the remaining 
$25 million will go to the Drug 
Enforcement Agency. 


RENO, Ncv. (AP) - How many 
scientists does it take to decide if 
a fish wili live? 

The verdict is siill out in'a 
remote mountain canyon in 
norihcast Nevada, where sdentif- 
ic debate rages over the fate of a 
gray trout with light-colored 
. .spots. 

Tlic threatened bull trout has 
been largely lost in a legal rug of 
war over who owns a dirt road in 
a national forest and a resulting 
citizen rebellion against federal 
government control of public 
land. 

But it is the biology of the bull 
trout - it'.s dependence on cold, 
dean water with little human di.v 
turbanco - that is making it diffi- 
cult to find any middle ground 
for a compromise along the 
Jarbidge River in remote Elko 
County near the Idaho border. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service declared the local popu- 
lation of bull trout endangered 
on an emergency basis in August 
1998 and later sealed back the 
listing to threatened. 

Based on concerns raised by 
the conservation group Trout 
Unlimited, the Forest Service 
reversed an earlier plan to 
rebuild a road along the Jarbidge 
River after it washed out in 1OT5. 

Agency biologists fear rebuild- 
ing the road would erode soil 
along the banks, fill the grovel 
river bed with silt, raise water 
temperatures - and lower the 
trout’s chances for survival. 

Elko County and the Nevada 
Division of Wildlife disagree. 

The state wildlife agency’s biol- 
ogists don't believe the fish war- 
rants federal protection at all, 
arguing there never have been 
large numbers of bull trout in the 
area. Tliey say rebuilding South 
Canyon Road would not do 
enough damage to the river to 
push the local bull trout into 
extinction. 

One of the few things that 
everylwdy does seem to agree on 
is that there arc 800 to 1,500 bull 
trout surviving in the Jarbidge 
River. 


The scientific debate centers 
on whether that’s enough to keep 
the local population olive. 

Trout Unlimited says anything 
less than 2,000 isn’t enough to 
support a spcdcs. 

“It’s plain old sex, boys and 
girls,” said Matt Holford, execu- 
tive director of TVout Unlimited. 

“There aren’t enough 
boyfriends and girlfriends om 
there to propagate. It isn’t rocket 
sdcnce,”hc.said. 

But the Nevada Division of 
Wildlife says that’s all the .bull 
trout that have ever lived in the 
jorbidge River since the Ice Age. 

“The bottom line is there is 
very little wc can do in that sys- 
tem that is gding to change any- 
thing short of carrying big bloclu 
of ice into the upper wilderness 
area, dropping them off and mak- 
ing some glaciers,” said Cenc 
Weller,' Divi.sion of Wildlife 
deputy administrator and former 
. fisheries chief. 

Seeking another view, Trout 
Unlimited commissioned the 
American Fisheries Society to 
conduct peer review of the state’s 
rescarrJi. 

Two scientists who conducted 
the independent review conclud- 
ed the fish faces a greater risk of 
extinction in Nevada than state 
wildlife officials acknowlc^c. 

"Even allowing for the ques- 
tionobic sampling techniques 
used in the Nevada status report, 
the ... assessments all suggest a 
|x>pulation at risk of extinction,” 
one wrote. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service declared the Jarbidge 
River bull trout threatened at the 
same time it ordered protection 
for other populations of the fish 
in the Columbia River, 
Washington state’s Puget Sound 
area and the Klamath River in 
Oregon and Californio. 

Part of the Snake River basin, 
the bull trout in the Jorbidge rep- 
r<scnt the only surviving popula- 
tion of the fish in Nevada and the 
southcnimosi existing group in 
the Lower 48 states. 

“This population segment is 


(distinct) because it is segregated 
from other bull trout in the 
Snake River basin by a large 
gap" - 150 miles, the Fish and 
Wildlife Service said in its listing 
decision. 

"The population segment is 
considered si^ficant because it 
occupies a unique ecological set- 
ting and its loss would result in a 
substantial modification of the 
spedes’ range,” the agency said. 

Decades of mining, logging, 
livestock grazing, road construc- 
tion and channelization of the 
river have pushed the fish to the 
brink of extinction, the agency 
says. 

But Nevoda wildlife officials 
say that is further testament to 
the bul) tzDui’s durability, npt a 
cause for alarm. 

“At one point during the early 
1900s, when the orca was being 
so brutally mined, the fish did not 
become extirpated. It hung on,” 
Welicr said. 

“To look at what (the habitat) 
was then and what it is like now 
is like night and day. Sure there 
are minor modificotions of habi- 
tat. But overall the habitat rat- 
ings are good to excellent condi- 
tions,” he said. 

The scientists for the American 
Fisheries Society, founded in 
1679 and now the oldest and 
largest professional organization 
representing fisheries scientists, 
said the state comparisons of bull 
trout populations only go back to 
the 1930s when the numbers like- 
ly already had been reduced 
greatly from the historic norms. 

“It depends how for back you 
want to go,” Weller responded. 
“When there were glaciers 


there were probably conridcrably 
more, all the way to Boise,” ‘ 


’ he 


said. 

Now, “they are in low numbers 
but they arc distributed every- 
where you would expect to find 
them,” he said. 

Weller said scarcity of a 
spedes is not one of the criteria 
the Fish and Wildlife Service can 
use to list a spedes. 

“The primary purpose of listing 


is threats. .Wc contend based on 
the land-use patterns, based on 
their positions in the watershed, 
based on distribution, there are 
no threats,” he said. 

Weller acknowledged, “any 
time you build a road it nc^tive- 
ly impacts fish habitat. 

“But wc place the highest value - 
on spawning and ireadkig habimt, 
in the wilderness area already 
protected upstream” from the 
washed-out road, he said. “It Is 
not a critical habitat area.” 

IVout Unlimited disagrees. 

“The biggest threat right now 
is the road on the river,'* Holford 
said 

“Not just the 1,5 mile section 
but the full length of the road 
and its maintenance. Hie lack of 
woody debris is also very com- 
mon. They are worried about 
fiootis in the canyon so everycinie 
they see something fall in the 
river, they worry about logjams 
so they' take it odt.” he said. 

“But the fish need that materi- 
al to make pools in the river.” 
Holford said the bull trout “are 
still reeling from the past effects” 
of logging and mining despite t^ 
fact most of that work stopped 
decades ago. 

“We’re not here to fight with 
NDOW. We are just trying to get 
the sdcnce right,” he s^d. 

Holford said the state has little 
concern for protection of native 
species like the bull trout or 
Lahontan cutthroat. Instead, 
Holford said it is devoting its 
energy to maintaining sport fin- 
eries, especially the popular 
brown and rainbow trout that 
have been transplanted to 
Nevada. 

“They are only caking care of 
recreational fishermen. We need 
a native fish protection poliqy in 
this state,” Holford said. 

The Lahomori cutthroat trout 
was listed as a tmeatened spedes 
29 years ago “arid we still don’t 
have a workable recovery plan,” 
he said. 

“We don’t have 29 years fpr 
these bull trout Ic is a very, vuy 
small population.”

HAILEY - Blaine County has o 
new tool to help plan subdivisions, 
gauge avalanche potential and 
cany out a hundred other tasks. 

Itia called a geographical lnte^ 
face system • which uses digital 
dam to produce maps. 

The technolo^ should speed 
up time<onsurmrig paperwork to 
buy and sell property. And It 
should give sheriffs deputies a 
clearer picture of olme hotspots. 

Using this technology, planners 
am overlay a regular map with a 
variety of data - sudi as, say. elk 
wintering grounds and wildlife 
migration co rri dors. Rather than 
spreading out 20 maps on a cable, 
officials will be able to gather 


around one map overlaid with all 
thepertinent infonnatioa 
’Tt should improve communica- 
tion and efficiency about vriiat's 
going on in die canununlty." said 
Joel Hall, who moved to Halley 
from Butt^ Mont., In February to 
start the project 
Only about a third of Idaho's 
counties have the monw to use 
dlgitBl mapping, Hall said. Twin 
Falls County Just started ics ewn 
digital mopping, and Jerome 
Cowty Is considering it 
The county put up the Initial 
$70,000 for the project. Other 
agendes which can l^eflt firom 
the project have contributed 
another $250,000, County 
Commissioner Mary Ann Mix 
sold. 

Hall has been converting infor- 


mation found on paper mops dat- 
ing back scores of years to the 
new computerized format. It's a 
time-connonlng proce ss , contido*- 
Ing there ore plenty of errors on 
many of the older hand-drawn 
maps. 

But HoU con readily produce 
maps that ml^i have taken him 
days or weeks. When County 
Commissioner Len Harlig 
requested a map recently, HaU 
wos able to piece together infor- 
mation from five different maps 
In two hours to produce a map 
with the infomutjon Harlig need- 
ed.

“He has 
the experience and has done a lot 
of law enforcement work.” 

Valley County Undersheriff 
John Co^bs, where Fedders lost 
worked, wes impressed-wlth 
Fedders' work experience there 
aswelL 

“You are very lucky to have 
him there,” Coombs said.. “I 
enjoyc^ working with him, and I 
wish him luck." 

Fedders also plans to work 
dosely with the Minidoka County 
Sheriffs Deportment and Sheriff 
Paul Fries. Cooperadon between 
departments, and with the public, 
will benefit law enforcement, 
Fedders said 

“Jhat has always been in 


place," Fries said “But we reas- 
sured each other we plan to coop- 
erate." 

Fedders hopes to reverse the 
high turnover in the Rupert 
police department, he said. He 
was unaware of the issue that 
plagued the department and has 
been a topic at coundl meetings 
and around the community with- 
in the past six months while 
Rupert has been without a chief.

Ftirlher, the bill gives die state 5100,000 for 
the Citizens Management Committee to 
develop scientific peer review on grizzly bear 
rcintrc^uction.

“Wc are looking at 70-watt bulbs in resi- 
dential areas, except Warm Springs Road,” 
jaquet sai^ “Warms Springs Road is residen- 


tial, but high traffic.” 

The Kctchum City Council last week 
ogrecd to take care of the matter. More than 
100 dty streetlights need lower-watt fixtures 
that throw less li^t toward the sky. 

Idaho Power Co. estimated the cost of 
changing fixtures at more than $4,000. 
Council members said the cost is worthwhile' 
for a tourist area where visitors anticipate 
seeing the stars.

Group hikes 200 miles to raise 
money for Romanian orphanages 


roAHO FALLS (AP) - They 
battled blisters, braved the blaz- 
ing sun and even ran into a cou- 
ple of snakes, but nothing 
deterred a handful of young peo- 
ple who set out to walk the 200 
miles from Salmon. 

They did it to help kids their 
age, orphans in Romania. 

The walkers, who ranged in 
age from 11 to the 72-year-oId 
group leader, the Rev. Erick 
Kaiser, arrived on the grccnbclt 
in Idaho Falls Saturday morning 
after two weeks on the road. 

The pledges they gathered will 
go toward the construction of 
Idaho House. The home is one of 
several planned for City of 
Hope, a community of orphan- 
ages to be built in Bucharest, 
Romania. 

Angie Thomson, originally 
from Meridian and who now 
lives in California, came up witlt 
the concept. She visited 
Romania and saw thousands of 
children who had been aban* 
doned by families too poor to 
support them. The children live 
in the sewers because it is warm, 
and beg and steal to stay olive. 
Many of them are addicted to 
sniffing glue, which staves off 
hunger pains. 


Tim Miclkc, 16, of Firth, heard 
about the walk when Kaiser 
. spoke at the Assembly of God 
First Tabernacle Church. 

“I thought, 'Poor kids.’ The 
older kids steal the younger 
kids’ clothes and they all run 
around in the sewers,” said 
Miclkc, who raised 5600 on the 
walk. 

Sympathy propelled the 
youngest walker, 11-year-old 
Brodic Lanning of Salmon, to 
moke the trek. 

“Pm just doing it for the kids 
in the sewers," he said. 

Lanning raised S200 and as fie 
reached the edge of . Idaho Falls 
Friday, seemed relieved his jour- 
ney was almost over. 

“It was hard,” he said. “A rat- 
tlesnake even struck at me 
when I was walking, but it 
missed.” ; 

Kaiser raised about $3,000 . in 
pledges but said the dedication 
of the young people who walked 
long hours and slept in tents, 
was just as Ovaluabic. ( 

Shasta Hill, a 15-year-old from 
Salmon, said her dream is to 
visit Romania once Idaho House 
is built. 

“I just want to sec the kids' 
faces," Hill said.

- This 
industrial city has a problem 
many communities in California 
might envy: too few houses 
priced affor^bly but $23 million 
to do something about it 
The plan? 

The city’s redevelopment 
agency is studying a proposal to 
build new housing on a 74-acre 
gravel pit 

Putting enough rock and din in 
the pit to fill four basketball are- 
. nos would Cake nearly all of the 
$23 million the agency has for 
bousing. So it will spend about $5 
million to cover just a fouith of 
the pit and then put houses in the 
depression. Some of the 175 
homes will be as much as 80 feet 
below their nei^bors. 

The idea initially ^failed the 
laugh test” for ^on Breidenbach, 
executive director for the 
Southern California .Assodadon 
of Nonprofit Housing. She said 
that aldiough she wotild have to . 
look at the plans to know the pro- 
ject’s worc^ ”it soun^ .weird to 
be building housing down in a 
pit." 

Irwindale has one of 
California’s roughly 400 redevd- 
opment agencies, v^ch get more 
than half a billion dollars a year 
in prope r t y tax and other public 


money for affordable housing. 

Licde, however, is being done 
to ensure that money is spent 
wisely, cridcs say, and even pro- 
ponents acknowledge that no uni- 
form rules exist, despite 
California being home to 14 of 
the country’s 25 least affordable 
housing markets. 

Twenty-five agencies spent 
every penny of the bousing 
money on administradon, accord- 
ing to a report by the state 
Department of Ho.using and 
Conununity Devdopment. Other 
agendes, looking to minimize the 
housing they have to build, have 
spent money on needlessly 
expensive projects and infra- 
structure that has little if any- 
th^ to do directly with housing, 
cridcs say. 

Still others just won’t spend 
the money. In 1997-98 — the last 
fiscal year for which statewide 
statistics are available - four 
induding Irwindale, 20 miles 
of Los Angeles, had more than 
$10 million in their accounts for 
three years in a row. Of 72 ogen- 
dcs in Los Angdes County, only 
10 had more homes in 1997 than 
they did 11 years earlier, a study 
found. 

’’The one thing that’s consis- 
tent is none of these ddes sp^d 
enough of what they’re required 
to spend,” said John Meoley, who 
works with redevdopment agen- 
des in eastern Riverside County 
as executive director of the 
Coachella Valley Housing 
Coalidon. 

State law allows regulators to 
freeze on agency’s operadons if it 


reports D long-standing and sub- 
siandal surplus but that process 
may take up to three years. 

Private lawsuits can have an 
effect. Catherine Rodman, a 
lawyer for San Diego Friends of 
Legal Aid, won a lawsuit against 
the San Diego County city of 
Poway, with a court finding it 
wrongly spent $2.1 million in 
housing money on street work. 
Now she’s considering suing the 
Orange County city of Brea, 
wM(A she said spent about $30 
million in housing money on 
downtown street construedon. 

Redevelopment agencies pass 
bonds and can buy and develop 
l^d in blighted areas. The addi- 
donai property tax money gener- 
ated by the new development 
©jes into the agency’s coffers. 

That property tax revenue 
amounted to nearly $1.8 billion 
in 1998-99. 

One beneficiary was Frank 
Zepeda, who three years ago 
moved his family into a house 
built with redevelopment money 
just across the street from the 
Irwindale gravel pit. The city 
helped him cover half the cost of 
the $150,000 home. 

Plenty of other people in the 
town and elsewhere would love 
to get the same opportunity, said 
Zepeda, 28, works at In-and- 
Out Burger. 

“There’s a lot of young kids 
waiting for a house who have to 
live with their parents,” he said. 

Officials of Irwindale, a town of 
barely 1,000, defend the gravel- 
pit projccL The town is so full of 
quarries that it’s hard to find a 


flat plocc to build, said interim 
dty manager Joe Guzzeta. 

He said he thin|cs the 34-acrc 
pit project will rum out beauti- 
fully with the help of landscap- 
ing. 

“Hopefully, it will have the 
same feeling os if it’s on a hillside 
looking down into a valley,” said 
Guzzeta. 

F^ily housing also is scarce in 
Indian Wells, a Coachella Valley 
desert community of about 3,000 
where advertised rents start at 
about $2,000 a month and only 
one of the 30 city employees 
actually lives in town. 

Its redevelopment agency’s 
actions indicate city officials 
want to keep affordable housing 
scarce, cridcs say. In 1997-98, it 
declared itself exempt from a 
state requirement that it put 20 
percent of its money - more than 
$3 million - into its housing fund, 
contending the city had no need 
for affordable housing. The state 
does not need to approve the 
exempdon. 

There is no shortage of low- 
wage workers in Indian Wells; 
they clean the resorts and houses 
and tend the sharply manicured 
lawns and gardens. 

But unless their employer has a 
maid’s quarters, they likely live 
in neighboring Palm Desen and 
La Quinta, or in Coachella, about' 
an eight-mile drive away. 

In^an Wells Mayor Percy Byrd 
said his dty is doing all it nc^ 
to for affordable housing — in part 
because employer housing like 
maid’s quarters counts toward 
meeting the need. 


Pilot tned 
evasive action 
before crash

FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla. - 
A moment before colliding in 
midair with a Learjet on Friday, 
the pilot of an Extra 300 aero- 
badcs plane attempted to take 
evasive action with a descend- 
ing turn, according to a wimess 
on the ground. 

But the powerful jet was 
climbing too fast, and the two 
planes slammed together about 
three miles southwest of Boca 
Raton Airport, killing three 
crewmembers on the Lear and 
the single pilot of the Extra. 

This was unc of the details 
that emerged on Saturday to 
provide a more complete pic- 
ture of how the two planus 
made their fatal impact, but 
federal invesdgators will strug- 
gle for months figuring out why. 

Corky Smith, an air safety 
investigator for the Miami 
office of the National 
Transportation Safety Board, 
said officials will study every- 
thing from the background 
qualifications of all pilots to 
whether cither of the planes 
had mechanical problems. 

“We hope to recover the cock- 
pit voice recorder from the Lear 
by today, and I've requested 
radar data,” he said on 
Saturday, as investigators con- 
tinued sifting' through the 
wreckage. 

It was South Florida’s most 
shocking mid-air collision 
because for the 'first time a jet 
W.- 1 S involved, officials said. 

“We had a massive response,” 
said Paul Millerj spokesman for 
the Palm Beach County 
SherifPs Office. “Nobody knew 
if there would be an explosion 
of fuel or what.” 

Here is what happened, 
according to investigators and 
witnesses: 

After giving a flight lesson, 
John Lillberg, 57, a seasoned 
aerobatics pilot, took off from 
Pompano Beach Air Park in his 
high-powered Extra 300 at 
about 11:35 a.m. on Saturday. 

He had not filed a flight plan 
and was flying under visual 
flight rules. 

He made a left turn to' the 
north, aiming directly toward 
Willis Glidcrport, west of 
Boynton Beach, where he lived. 
That course took him right into 
the departure path of the Boca 
Airport runway. 

According to pilots monitor- 
ing the airwaves, Lillberg 
climbed to 2,300 feet. Smith 
said ground witncs.scs say it was 
closer to 1,000 feet, but “that is 
unverified," he said. 

After flying five miles from 
the airport, the Pompano con- 
trol tower gave Lillberg permis- 
sion to switch radio frequencies.

In tod^s 
example, West refuses to win his 
diamond ace so that his partner 
con jettison a blockiog honor. 

West leads a spade, and dum> 
my's queen loses to East’s king. 
El^t returns his.jack to (^mot/s 
ace, and South leads diamonds. 
Since he cannot develop enough 
tricks without dummy’s dia- 
monds, South must hope that 
spades are 4-4 or that the spade 
suit blocks. 

If West impatiently wins bis di- 
amond ace to clear the spades, he 
will establish his spade suit, but 
he will never cash It South will 
lose only two spades and a dia- 
mond to post on ovcrtrick. 

However, if West once more re- 
fuses to take his diam^ond ace, 
what can South do? With no other 
way to win nine tricks. South will 
lead a third diamond, hoping for 
the beat. On the thiz^ diamond. 
East unloads his blocking spade 
10. allowing West to cash his 
spade winners after he wins his 
diamond ace. 

Can West lose by holding up 
his diamond ace? No, he cannot 
South’s one no-trump denies a 
heart suit And with West’s formi- 
dable club holding, it is impossible 
for South to score nine winners.

I Peterson, who works out at the 
I College of Southern Idaho gym- 
nasiiun five times a week, has 
discovered the best-kept secret 
in the fitness business: You're 
better off in the long run chang- 
ing the little things.

You con 
calculate yours with this equa- 
tion: BMI 704.5 X weight in 
pounds/height in inches 
squared.) 

Twenty pounds is the equiva- 
lent of 70,000 calories, counting 
3,500 calories per pound. Spread 
those 70,000 criorles over a year, 
and that works out to 191 calo- 
ries per day.

That’s not bad, but you don’t 
need sunscreen from head to loc, 
at least not every day, and why 
deposit active sunscreen ingredi- 
ents where your body won’t be 
exposed to sun? 

OK, so let’s say SoapScrcen 
should only be used for those 
. who arc wearing less clothing 
and exposing more skin? Now 
that would be a plusi Imagine 
showering up and not having to 
apply q greasy or even a matte 
finish sunscrecnl 

But wait. A strange comment 
in SoapScreen's information is 
that “SoapScrcen is not meant to 


take the place of .sunscreen; it i.s 
adequate for moderate outdoor 
activities. After showering with 
SoapScrcen before going outside, 
consumers will be protected until 
they reapply their regular sun- 
screen.” 

That sounds contradictory. 
Either this product is or isn't an 
SPF 12. An SPF 12 is supposed to 
indicate that, if you turn pink 
after being in the sun unprotect- 
ed for 20 minutes, then with an 
SPF 12 you should be able to stay 
outside for four hours before 
Cuming pink (12 x 20 minutes 4 
hours). 

All right, let’s say you need to 
reapply “real” sunscreen when 
you get to where you're going, 
though 1 doubt most people will 
pay Attention to this Warning. 
Berauso SoapScrcen. os you men- 
tioned, doesn’t include ingredi-' 
ents that provide UVA protec- 


tion. their SPF 12 is a problem 
even for the short term. 

By the way. l>e aware tiiat the 
company distributing Soap- 
Screen also sells products meant 
to accelerate your tan in a tan% 
ning booth, and that is new 
ommended.

St. John's trouble 

St. John’s wort, the popular 
herbal treatment for depr^sion, 
may cause unexp^ted side 
effects if taken with other drugs, 
a now study suggests. The compo- 
nent in the herb that combots 
depression also activaies a liver 
enzyme that processes medica- 
tions for use tv the body, say sd- 
endsts from the North Carolina 
pharmaceutical cothpony Glaxo 
Wellcome. The sdent&ts studied 
extracts from three commercially 
available preparations of St. 
•John's wort. They also studied 
hyperforin, the chemical in the 
herb thought to relieve depres- 
sion. Human liver cells grown in 
the lab exposed to these sub- 
stances produced 'an enzyme 
known to be crucial for most 
drugs to work properly. The 
researchers didn’t study St. 
John's wort in people, but 
warned that excess Icv^ of the 
liver en^mc could interfere with 
other medications.

partially thanks to new treat- 
ments that forestall death for 
many cardiac patients, the num- 
ber of people being treated for 
heart failure continues to climb 
each year by about 6 pereeqt. 
For mtiny of these patiezits the 
best hope for prolonging ond 
improving their lives is a trans- 
plant. 

And of course, even when a 
patient is matched with a donor, 
the patient faces struggles with 
the operation itself, recovery and 
the IHcIong battle against rejec- 
tion of the organ.

Psychologist: Optimism can teach alot

After brooding for years about 
human oberrance and anxiety, 
American psychologists are being 
prodded into a happiness revolt. 
Led by a former president of the 
American Psychological Asso- 
ciation, the insurgent group has 
called for pvchologlsts to forsake 
their obsession with pathology 
and zero in on optimism, play and 
virtue instead, molting a scholar- 
ly about-face into the study of 
human strengths and positive 
emotions. 

"The hope is that it will change 
psychology," said Lisa Aspinwt^, 
34, o University of Maryland pro- 
fessor who recently received 
550,000 os one of the first win- 
ners of the John Marks Temple- 
ton Positive Psychology Prize. 
“You could be a developmental 


psychologist asking questions 
about how children acquire opti- 
mism. You could be doing fasci- 
nating work in neuroscience 
about positive mood and how it 
relates to problem solving. The 
hope is that it will cut across all 
areas of the field." 

Blending clinical research and 
brain science with rhetoric that 
sometimes'sounds like a giddy 
concoction of Ben Franklin aph<> 
risms and New Age affirmations, 
the trend in “positive psycholo- 
gy," as it’s called, has opened 
chaiuiels of research on topics 
that could be a compilation of the 
eternal verities - wisdom, cour- 
age, optimism, perseverance, 
hope, joy, integrity, altruism, 
civility and tolerance. 

At the University of California, 
Los Angeles, psychologfrts study- 
ing stress in first-year law students 


have reported that optimists enjoy 
heartier immune systems at 

than 

At Cornell University, re- 
searchers have linked positive 
mood not only to heightened 
creativity and greater mental 
agility, but also to increases in 
brain dopamine|levels and other 
physiological effects that im- 
prove cognition, i 

At Maryland^ Aspinwall has 
found that optimists look harder 
for negative information than 
pessimists so they can improve 
dedslon-making - a challenging 
reversal to a common concei^on 
that optimists suffer from a Idnd 
of Pollyanna syndrome. 

Enthusiasts point to applica- 
tions ranging from depression- 
fighting techniques to character 
bt^ding. But the main emphasis 
seems to be evangelical.

Genius, Thomas Alva Edison 
said, is 99 percent perspiration 
and 1 percent inspiradon. 

Genius or no, who wants to go 
orotmd looking (and feeling) like 
a wet rag? Perspiradon - let’s Im 
real here and Just coll it sweat - 
may be the ob^ous byproduct of 
ph^cal exertion and worm con- 
ditions, but it’s something most 
people try to avoid. Sweat, espe- 
cially in the white-collar work- 
place, Is the enemy, the object of 
scorn and ridicule. “Never let 
them see you sweat” is the 
mantra of the entertainment 
industry, ,WoIl Street and 
Madison Avenue. Lawyers, edu- 
cators and health professionals 
also assiduously try to avoid the 
beaded brow/and obvious pit 
stains. 

Celebrities and TV personali- 
ties aren’t ever supposed to 
sweat, even under the glare of 
vidoutiy. hot lights. In fact, they 
appear so matcc-pcrfcct, one 
wonders if they possess sweat 
glands. 

From head to foot we spray 
and powder ourselves to keep 
moisture and odors at bay. We’re 
an air conditioning-dependent 


sodety with a cultural aversion to 
sweat. But while sweat may be 
uncomfortable, it’s essential. 

“It’s 0 normal body function. 
An absolutely necessary body 
function,” said Dr. Michael 
Steinberg, assistant professor of 
internal medicine at the 
University of Connecticut Health 
Center in Farmington, Conn. “In 
fact, impainnent of sweat can be 
dangerous.” 

What is sweat? Well, it’s mostly 
water, although there are more 
than 40 compounds (minerals, 
proteins, some biochcmicals) prc: 
sent in sweat. Think of sweating 
as a necessary function in the 
body’s cooling process; sweat is 
demonstrative of the body’s ther- 
mostat at work. Under circum- 
stances of intense heat or. exer- 
tion. the body sends blood flow 
out to the sldn and away from the 
warm interior. As moisture is 
released on the skin, it is evapo- 
rated. causing a cooling effect. 
The cooler blood at the surface of 
the skin gets recirculated in the 
body, allowing for a ccml-down. 

“You’re cooling from the out- 
side in,” Steinberg said. “If you 
lose the ability to sweat, then the 
internal body temperanire ratch- 
ets upward. There is no escape

People with heat stroke, 
the .most severe form of heat- 
related illness, are often 
’ described as having no sweat. 
Their sweat mechanism has shut 
down.” • 

Some of us, according to pro- 
' fession and endeavor, sweat more 
than others- and are, therefore, 
more at risk for dehydrating via 
sweat loss during the summer. 
Factory workers, outdoor con- 
struction workers, soldiers and 
military personnel often have 
hotter jobs. Ergo, more sweat. 
Athletes lose huge amounts of 
water. It’s not uncommon for 
cyclists or runners to sweat out 5 
to 7 pounds of water during a 
two- to four-hour period, 

Sweating during exercise is 
good. Trapping it is not. Expens 
agree that inhibiting the evapora- 
tion process (such as wearing 
nylon sweatsuits to raise the body 
temperature to promote sweat- 
ing) can be dangerous. 

“You really need to have a con- 
vection of air near the body to 
evaporate sweat,” said Lawrence 
E. Armstrong, associate profes or 
at the University of Connecticut's 
Human Performance Laboratory 
in Storrs, Conn. He is a phy.siolt>- 
gist who has studied sweating 


and cxcr£sc for years. 

“You ore storing the heat in- 
the organs of the body, which, is 
dangerous,” Armstrong said. 
"The only risk of fatality in’a 
healthy person during exercise is 
heat stroke.” 

While sweating may be socially 
tolerated (it is summer, after oil}, 
perspiration odor is not. Baacria 
thriving in our moist regions - 
armpits, groin, feet - give off foiil 
odors. So, too, does poor hygiene. 
How to treat it? The easiest way 
is to use soap and water. 
Deodorant and antibacterial 
soaps combat the return of botfy- 
odor-causing bacteria. Clean 
clothing, specifically natural fab- 
rics such as cotton that absorb 
perspiration, will help in the 
odor-fighting cause. Of course, 
deodorant and antiperspirants 
will help. Fool odor caused by 
sweating can be reduced by dust- 
ing the feet with cornstarch 
before putting on socks (again, 
cotton is better than nylon or syn- 
thetics). 

Sweat, you sec, is all around tis. 
This is the season it shines. 'Tt’s 
almost unavoidable,” Steinberg 
said.

Group: Stroke victims suffer needlessly in U.S. to take some extra step^

. KANSAS CITY, Mo. - On Mem- 
orial Day morning three years 
ago, Earl Monger was jogging 
through his nci^iborhood when 
he was felled by a stroke. He lay 
by the road, paralyzed on his 
right side and unable to speak. 

'.But Mungcr, 65, counts himself 
a.s lucky. 

A neighbor found him and 
immediately called an ambu- 
lance. Monger was taken to 
North Kanjas City Hospital 
where doctors gave him the dot- 
busting drug tPA. 

Within a couple of hours, 
Mungcr could speak and his 
paralysis was gone. 

'•‘I was virtually back to nor- 
mal,” Mungcr sitid. 

That’s the kind of state-of-the- 
art care all stroke patients 
should receive, but many pa- 
tients don’t, a national group of 
medical organizations called the 
Brain Attack Coalition .said thi.s 
week at a news teleconference in 
Bethesda, Md.

Stroke centers should be open

minutes of their arrival, conduct . 
brain scans to determine the type 
of stroke and provirfe iPA If 
appropriate. 

One study found that stroke 
centers reduced the odds of 
death or serious disability by 25 
percent. 

Details of the coalition’s pro- 
posal were published today in the 
Journal of the American Medical' 
Association. 

“We’re a long way from the 
ideal,” said Marc Maybcrg of the 
Cleveland Clinic Foundation and 
a co-author of the article. 
“Patients aren’t getting to the 
emergency room in time. When 
iliey do...they’rc not getting opti- 
mal care.” 

The reasons range from limited 
hospital staffing that makes it dif- 
hcull to asse.ss patients to physi- 
cian concerns about complica- 
tioils from tPA, which stands for 
ti.ssuc-typc pla.sminogcn activa- 
tor. 

About 600,000 people in the 
United Status suffer strokes 
every year. Stroke is the third- 
greatest killer in the United 
States and one of the leading 


causes of disability. 

But a recent survey of hospitals 
found that 66 percent lacked 
standard treatment plans for 
stroke and 82 percent did not 
rapidly identify patients who 
were experiencing strokes. 

Another .study found that only 
2 to 3 percent of stroke padents 
received tPA. 

Doaors now call strokes “brain 
attacks” to highlight their simi- 
larity to heart attacks. In both 
cases, the blood supply is disrupt- ' 
cd, causing tissue damage. 

Some strokes arc caused by 
burst blood vessels in the brain. 
But most are due to blood clots 
that blo^ vessels. 

If given intravenously within 
three hours of a stroke caused by 
a blood clot, tPA can in many 
cases dissolve the clot and mini- 
mize injury to the brain. 

The kind of stroke care the 
Brain Attack Coalidon envisions 
is available at a relatively small 
number of hospitals nationwide, 
mostly those associated with 
medical schools, said Mark 
Alberts, a Duke Urdversity physi- 
cian and lead author of the jour- 
nal article. 

“Our goal is to move to the 
next step to include community* 
urban and rural hospitals. The 
number could be increased to at 
least several hundred and maybe 
even a thousand.”

Two years after Viagra made 
its stunning debut - tmn.sforming 
the sex Iivc.s of millions and gen- 
erating n glut of office-cooler 
jokes - a second pill for impo- 
tence is waiting in the wings. 

The new pill, called Uprimo, is 
considered a worthy rivm to the 
hugely successful Viagra, which 
has sold 20 million pre^pdons. 
Studies show that Upiima works 
much faster than Viagra. 

In clinical trials of more than 
2,500 men, Uprima users were 
able to obtain an erection in 
ateut 15 to 20 minutes; as soon as 
10 minutes for some men. 

Viagra is said to work about an 
hour after it is token, although the 
response is faster in some men. 

The big advantage of Uprima is 
that it will help “restore spon- 
taneity to a couple’s sex life,” 
says Dr. Eugene Dulu, medical 
director of West Coast Clinical 
Research in Los Angeles and on 
investigator in the clinical trials. 

It is expected that the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration 
will approve Uprima, made by 
TAP Pharmaceuticals of 
Deerfield, HI., by July 1. An FDA 
advisory committee voted 9-3 in 
April to recommend approval. 
Uprima is the first oral medica- 
tion to follow Viagra, and it simc- 
ly will not be the last. Several 
drug companies - including 
German drug giant Bayer and 
Zonagen Inc. of The Woodlands, 
Texas - are testing drugs for 
Impotence. The disorder, also 


known as erectile dysfunction, is 
thought to affect as many as 30 
million U.S. men. 

Doctors arc particularly inter- 
ested in Uprima because it repre- 
sents a new class of impotence 
medications. While Viagra acts 
peripherally, by increasing blood 
flow to the penis, Uprima acts on 
the brain to ignite sexual respon- 
siveness. 

Uprima “has a unique mccha- 
*nism of action,” Dula says. “This 
drug works centrally on brain 
and stimulates that part of the 
brain that sends a message to the 
penis." 

Uprima is a pill that is placed 
under the tongue, where it dis- 
solves and moves into the. blood- 
’ stream faster than a medication, 
like Viagra, that is swallowed. 
And, unlike Viagra, food does not 
interfere with the drug. Men ore 
advised to wait on hour after eat- 
ing before taking Viagra. j. 

Uprima may also benefit the 
estimated 40 percent of impotent 
men who are not helped by 
Viagra. 

But Uprima can have side 
effects, such as nausea, vomiting 
or fainting. 

The FDA panel that recom- 
mended approval of Uprima 
included “many caveats for safe- 
ty,” according to Susan Cruzan, 
on FDA spokeswoman. 

Uprima’s biggest drawback is 
that it' causes mild to moderate 
nausea in about 17 percent of 
men; and vomiting, fainting, 
sleepiness and dizziness in small- 
er numbers. '

Ever heard of n three-step 
stop? It’s one move that doctors 
hope will help save women's 
knees in basketball, soccer and 
other sports. 

As’toacRbs and trainers devel- 
op such techniques to help 
women protect themselves from 
sports injuries, researchers are 
crying to pinpoint why women 
are more prone than men to cer- 
tain types of injuries, particularly 
of the knees. 

They're exploring anatomical 
causes, such os looser joints stem- 
ming from female sex hormones, 
a wider pelvis and a tendency to 
land strai^t-lcggcd when jump- 
• ing. 

While those factors ploy a role, 
the critical element may be that 
women tend to lack early sports 
training, said Dr. Lisa R. 
Callahan, medical director of the 
Women’s Sports Medidnc Center 
at the Hospital for Special 
Surgery in New York. Without 
their muscles, tendons and 
nerves trained to respond to the 
demands of childhood athletics, 
women may be less physically 
conditioned than men. 

Because organized sports have 
become so popular, coaches 
reach deeper into the pool of 
available young women, “many 
of whom weren’t out running 
around the block and climbing 
trees at 5, 6 and 7 years old and ’ 
didn't' play a sport until much 
later,” said Dr. Angela Smith, an 
orthopedic surgeon in Phila- 
delphia and president-elect of 
the American College of Sports 
Medicine in Indianapolis.
